A ROW has erupted after 
campaigners fighting devel¬ 
opment in Newmarket sug¬ 
gested that the extra housing 
should be built in Red Lodge. 

Members of Save Historic 
Newmarket Action Group 
(SHNAG) went onto Face- 
book to call for the 400 homes 
proposed for Newmarket to 
be built in other parts of the 
district. 

Edward Stanley, the Earl of 
Derby, who has been nick¬ 
named “Greedy Teddy” by 
SHNAG, has submitted an 
outline application for 400 
homes at Hatchfield Farm, in 
Fordham Road. 

In the post on Facebook, 
SHNAG wrote: “‘Greedy’ Ted¬ 
dy might like councillors to 
ignore the many more sus¬ 
tainable development oppor¬ 
tunities across our district, 
in Mildenhall, Brandon and 
Red Lodge, where 400 hous¬

es could be built without a 
world-leading business clus¬ 
ter and thousands of good, 
long-term, local jobs aren’t 
threatened for one man’s 
greed.” 

Red Lodge residents were 
angered by the statement 
and said Red Lodge already 
has 1,600 homes under con¬ 
struction and it does not have 
the infrastructure to support 
more. And they said their vil¬ 
lage should not be treated as a 
‘dumping ground’. 

Red Lodge Parish Coun¬ 
cil said: “SHNAG clearly are 
showing that they believe 
they have the right to deter¬ 
mine where new develop¬ 
ment should go, happy to 


shift housing around the dis¬ 
trict while avoiding Newmar¬ 
ket - the most sustainable 
area in Forest Heath. 

“Red Lodge is a primary vil¬ 
lage at best, though SHNAG 
give the impression that it 
is ideal to be the dumping 
ground for further housing in 
the district. 

“SHNAG may think they 
speak for Newmarket but 
they definitely do not speak 
for Red Lodge.” 

Cllr Roger Dicker, who rep¬ 
resents Red Lodge for For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
(FHDC), said: “When I was 
shown the statement regard-

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Anger as town’s lapdancing 
club has its licence renewed

A LAPDANCING club has 
had its licence renewed de¬ 
spite claims its ‘Las Vegas 
style’ signage is detracting 
from the entrance to New¬ 
market. 

Town councillors and 
some residents have argued 
Heaven, in High Street, was 
inappropriate in its loca¬ 
tion at a gateway to the town 
and is too close to churches, 
homes and a play area. 

Concerns were raised 
about the size of the club’s 
sign, which measures 
2,300mm by 1,500mm rather 
than the standard 420mm by 
594mm. 

Newmarket Cllr Warwick 
Hirst told Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council’s (FHDC) li¬ 
censing sub-committee on 
Monday the signage ruined 
the town’s entrance. 

He said: “When you come 
down the High Street and 
see the sign here, I would say 
that’s more like Las Vegas 
than Newmarket.” 

Cllr Rachel Hood, deputy 
mayor of Newmarket, said 
the district council had in¬ 
vested money into mar¬ 
keting Newmarket as the 
historic home of horserac¬ 
ing, which was at odds with 
granting the license. 

However Jason Newell, 
one of the owners, said the 
club had a “fantastic” re¬ 
lationship with the police 
and the council and he had 
not received any complaints 
since it opened in 2006. 



He said: “We will work 
with councillors to try and 
improve the sign. It is not 
garish, it is very well-made 
and it does not stick out like 
a sore thumb. All we are try¬ 
ing to do is run a successful 
business. 

“I am sure our business 
does not detract from other 
businesses in the town. 

“If we were that bad peo¬ 


ple would not be investing in 
the area and I am glad to see 
people are.” 

Cllr Hood said the town 
council would take advice 
on appealing the decision. 

She said: “This isn’t the 
first time the licensing com¬ 
mittee of FHDC, led by Cllr 
Roger Dicker, has complete¬ 
ly ignored the representa¬ 
tions of the town council.”

Gerard Butler, who 
trains at Egerton 
House Stables, 
in Cambridge 
Road, Newmarker, 
appeared before a 
British Horseracing 
Authority 

disciplinary panel on 
Monday facing seven 
charges. 

These include 
acting in a manner 
prejudicial to the 
integrity of the sport 
and injecting the 
horses in his care 
himself, despite 
not being trained 


as a vet. Butler has 
admitted using 
Sungate veterinary 
products to treat 
injured joints but 
said he was told by 
vets this product did 
not breach the rules. 

ABHA 

investigation found 
43 horses from nine 
trainers had been 
treated with Sungate 
products on the 
advice of veterinary 
surgeons. 

The other trainers 
were not charged 
and have not been 
named by the BHA. 

The panel has 
adjourned until 
a later date to 
consider the 
evidence.

With your 
background the like¬ 
lihood is that that 
this will be a cus¬ 
todial sentence of 
some length.” 

He will remain 
in custody until his 
next court date.

ing Lord Derby’s application 
and how they believe these 
400 homes should be moved 
into Red Lodge I was disap¬ 
pointed. 

“They should be consider¬ 
ing their own area and keep¬ 
ing out of everyone else’s 
business.” 

Cllr David Bowman, vice 
chairman of Mildenhall Par¬ 
ish Council, said he did not 
like the comments but de¬ 
velopment had to happen in 
the district. 

He said: “I don’t particu¬ 
larly like the comments 
made on Facebook - it is a 
silly place for this. On the 
other hand we do have to 
have some sort of growth in 
the area. 

“If Newmarket doesn’t 
expand it will die. The rac¬ 
ing industry does need to be 
protected but on the other 
hand we do need some ex¬ 
pansion as people need 
houses.” 

Cllr Bowman, who is also 
a district councillor for 
Mildenhall, said: “We have 
already got allocations for 
housing in Mildenhall and 
the surrounding villages. 

“Providing everything is

done as fairly as possible 
and the requisite infrastruc¬ 
ture is in place then there 
is no reason why develop¬ 
ments shouldn’t happen. 

“I know it isn’t always nice 
for it to happen in your back 
yard but it has to happen 
somewhere.” 

Sara Beckett, a member of 
SHNAG, said the row was “a 
storm in a teacup”. 

She said: “SHNAG is not 
just concerned about New¬ 
market in the context of 
housing. 

“We are concerned with 
the allocations in the district 
of Forest Heath which obvi¬ 


ously concerns all the towns 
and villages and have been 
up for discussion in the last 
few weeks. 

“We haven’t allocated 
housing to Red Lodge. 
That will be done by Forest 
Heath.” 

FHDC’S Local Plan Work¬ 
ing Group has to find sites 
for 7,000 homes across the 
district by 2031, after the 
original core strategy was 
subject to a High Court chal¬ 
lenge in 2011. 

Newmarket has been al¬ 
located 1,230 homes, while 
Mildenhall needs 1,070 and 
Red Lodge has been allo¬ 
cated 840. 

Brownfield and mixed 
sites have been found for 
270 homes in Newmar¬ 
ket but approximately 960 
homes will be allocated for 
greenfield sites. 

A FHDC spokeswoman 
said: “The figures will go to 
cabinet for discussion on 
November 26 with a view 
to going out for public con¬ 
sultation in December and 
January.”

Developments may well 
increase traffic but, most 
important (I believe), is that 
the horse / traffic hazard 
will not increase in direct 
proportion to the traffic 
volume, if at all. 

Monies from developments 
will be available to improve 
horse safety measures. Mr 
Gittus of Jockey Club Estates 
has done sterling work 
regarding horse safety and 
deserves every assistance. 
There may be more cars 
queueing while horses 
(hopefully safely) cross but 
prime-time jams could be 
avoided by trainers timing pull 
out times better. 

If extra traffic is not wanted 
then don't put a Home of 
Horseracing Centre in the 
middle of town. 

If one does not want horse / 
traffic hazards increased don't 


allow new stables to increase 
the hazards at the Snailwell / 
Fordham Roads junction, stop 
horses riding down Fitzroy 
Street and others AND stop 
trainers exercising horses in 
the dark. 

If one wishes Newmarket to 
be vibrant it is inevitable that 
there will be more people and 
vehicles - but not necessarily 
all at the same time. 

It would be fatal, in my 
opinion, for Newmarket to 
become encapsulated in a 
time bubble. 

It is surely best if it is a living 
Home of Horseracing, 
enthusing people to enjoy this 
heritage for which Newmarket 
is known, worldwide. 

It would be equally fatal if 
Newmarket was solely about 
racing.

A POPULAR parenting course has 
been given a major funding boost.

Up to 40 jobs to go 
at engineering firm 


UP to 40 jobs will be lost 
at a huge private em¬ 
ployer in Mildenhall. 

Cambridge-based 
firm Marshall Aerospace 
and Defence Group 
(Marshall ADG) has an¬ 
nounced it will close 
Marshall Land Systems 
in Mildenhall, once its 
last contract comes to an 
end, with a loss of 39 jobs 
in the next year. 

The Mildenhall site has 
been working on a Min¬ 
istry of Defence contract, 
which the company won 
in 2005, to manufacture 
and fit more than 6,600 
specialist loadbeds to ve¬ 
hicle chassis for the Brit-

ish Army. 

A company spokesman 
said: “To satisfy this con¬ 
tract, which could not be 
handled at the compa¬ 
ny’s base in Cambridge, 
additional premises were 
leased at Mildenhall in 
Suffolk, and extra staff 
were employed. That 
original contract has 
now been completed on 
schedule, and a further 
one-off contract from 
another customer is now 
also coming to an end. 

“With these contracts 
ending and the lease 
on the building expir¬ 


ing towards the end of 
2014, the company has 
announced that pro¬ 
duction is now winding 
down at the site and will 
finish during the first 
quarter of 2014. 

He added: “Consulta¬ 
tion has begun with all 
those affected by this an¬ 
nouncement and Mar¬ 
shall will be providing 
careers and outplace¬ 
ment advice and support 
to all of its employees in 
Mildenhall.” 

Up to 200 jobs are also 
under threat at the Cam¬ 
bridge site where the 
number of employees 
has grown from 1,800 to 


2,200 in 2004. 

A spokesman said: “Af¬ 
ter a period of intense 
activity to fulfil our cus¬ 
tomers’ priorities, the 
peak in our workload, 
which has lasted for a 
few years, is now easing 
back to more normal lev¬ 
els and, regrettably, we 
have concluded that we 
will need to reduce the 
number of employees, at 
all levels, over the com¬ 
ing year.” 

Marshall ADG said 
they will consider re¬ 
quests for voluntary re¬ 
dundancy before any 
compulsory redundan¬ 
cies are confirmed. 


SPENDING cuts which 
would save £38.6 million 
will go under the micro¬ 
scope this week. 

Adult and community 
services, supporting vul¬ 
nerable people, children’s 
centres and council con¬ 
tracts could face cuts by 
Suffolk County Council as 
part of a four-year plan to 
save £156 million. 

The savings proposals 
will be examined by the 
scrutiny committee on 
Thursday. 

Cllr lames Finch, chair¬ 
man of the scrutiny com¬ 
mittee, said: “The council’s 
budget saving proposals 
are indeed a key area of in¬ 
terest for residents of Suf¬ 
folk. 

“It is only right that we 
take the time to go over the 
details of these proposals 
to ensure that what is sug¬ 
gested best serves the peo¬ 
ple of Suffolk, rehecting the 
feedback received from this 
year’s budget survey.” 

Cllr Colin Noble, cabinet 
member for finance and 
property, said: “There is a 
great deal of pressure on 
the county council to de¬ 
liver significant savings and 
every department has been 
working hard to ensure that 
we can make these savings 
while trying to protect our 
much valued front line ser¬ 
vices. 

“I welcome the critical 
eye of scrutiny as it is vital 
that we get these proposals 
right in order for us to de¬ 
liver the best outcomes for 
the people of Suffolk.” 

The final decision on the 
council’s 2014/15 budget 
will be taken in February.

‘I just wanted to 
keep running in 
memory of Amelie’ 


A YOUNG mum has spent the last 
year juggling work and motherhood 
to complete 11 long-distance runs 
for her friend’s “kind and gentle” lit¬ 
tle girl who died of meningitis. 

Beth Green balanced raising four 
young children with a gruelling 
training regime to run 183 miles in 
memory of her friend Sally’s daugh¬ 
ter, 3-year-old Amelie Clipson- 
Smith. 

The 37-year-old from Soham ran 
three marathons and eight half mar¬ 
athons, raising £2,100 for the char¬ 
ity Meningitis Now. 

Beth crossed the final finish line 
on November 3, the fifth anniver¬ 
sary of Amelie’s death. 

She said: “Sally and I grew up 
together, we lived just around the 
corner from each other, our parents 
were close friends - we are more 
than just friends, we are like sisters.

“What happened to Amelie was 
heart-breaking - I was always going 
to be there for Sally, but it is some¬ 
times hard to know how to help and 
this was a way I thought I could. 

“I wanted to do something epic 
to remember Amelie, something to 
fight the horrific disease and raise 
awareness.” 

Amelie died in November 2008, 
just 12 hours after contracting the 
deadly disease. 

Beth initially vowed to run three 
marathons and three half-mara- 
thons - 118 miles - for Meningitis 
Now. 

But, despite having a business to 
manage and two part-time jobs to 
juggle alongside being a mum, she 
decided to run an extra 65 miles. 

She said: “I wanted to keep run¬ 


ning; I did not want to stop for Ame¬ 
lie. 

“I wanted to see how many I could 
do in a year for a very beautiful girl 
and a great charity. 

“My friends call me Wonder 
Woman, but it’s easy when my fam¬ 
ily and friends are so supportive 
and it’s for such a good cause. 

“My sister Amy has also been 
amazing, encouraging me by com¬ 
ing to support at some races and 
with the children - she and my part¬ 
ner Richard have been amazing. 

“It doesn’t matter about the finish¬ 
ing times - it became about keeping 
going for Amelie.” 

Steve Dayman, founder of Men¬ 
ingitis Now, said: “She is a true 
inspiration and raised a fantastic 
amount, every penny will help us 
fund pioneering research to eradi¬ 
cate the horrific disease.”

Those brave men behind 
the war memorial names

A LOCAL historian has produced a 
book detailing the lives of every fall¬ 
en soldier listed on a war memorial. 

A few years ago Tony Pringle, of 
Newmarket, dug deep into the past 
to find out a little about each of the 
names written on the war memorial 
in Newmarket - producing a small 
pamphlet, Newmarket Remembers. 

The 75-year-old enjoyed the pro¬ 
cess so much that he has now fin¬ 
ished a book called Exning Remem¬ 
bers detailing the lives of those from 
the village who died. 

Tony said: “I always go to the War 
Memorial in Newmarket on Remem¬ 
brance Day and some years back I 
was looking at it and I thought: ‘This 
is daft - I read the names every year 
and I want to find out a bit more 
about the men behind the names.’” 

Using computer programmes, the 
Commmonweath War Graves data¬ 
base and death certificates, Tony has 
managed to track down almost every 
one of the men listed on the stone 
memorial. 

Tony said: “I have always been in¬ 
terested in puzzles and crosswords. 
This is just another puzzle. 

“You have to have a knack for 
finding things. You have to be able 
to think sideways. If you can’t find 


someone, you have to write out their 
name and think what letters could 
have been changed or written down 
wrong, then look for those.” 

The book, which is raising money 
for the Newmarket Local History So¬ 
ciety (NLHS), was launched at New¬ 
market Library on Thursday. 

Sandra Easom, chair of the NLHS, 
said in the book’s foreword: “ Each 
of the men remembered here, from 
both World Wars, paid the ultimate 
price which contributed to bringing 


about the freedom and life we enjoy 
in Britain today. Their contribution 
has also had significant effects in the 
wider world. However, time has a way 
of effacing even important events and 
records, unless we make the effort to 
present them afresh to new genera¬ 
tions. Newmarket Local History So¬ 
ciety is delighted to be able to help 
Tony Pringle publish this important 
piece of social history, together with 
the help ofCllrBen Williams and the 
Royal British Legion in Exning and

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I just went to 
relieve myself, 
says burglar 


A SHED burglar blamed his weak blad¬ 
der for a break-in as he walked back to 
Cambridge from Newmarket following a 
night out. 

Peter Brown, of Cameron Road, Cam¬ 
bridge, had been drinking with friends in 
Newmarket on October 5 but decided to 
walk home after getting separated from 
them and losing his phone battery. 

But Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
heard that after five minutes he reached 
Townsend Cottages on the A1303 and 
took a diversion. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said: “Two 
brothers living at the address heard a 
shed alarm triggered by movement sen¬ 
sors at 7am. 

“They went out, saw the defendant, 
and told him to clear off. They then 
checked the shed and saw items had 
been stolen including a fleece jacket, 
gardening gloves, weed killer and wash¬ 
ing powder. They went after the defend-

ant and caught up with him further down 
the road. He threatened them and picked 
up a stick but eventually he did give up 
the items.” 

Brown, 32, was arrested and admitted 
burglary and damaging a pressure wash¬ 
er in the outbuilding. The court heard he 
had 104 previous convictions. 

Monica Lentin, mitigating, said he had 
only intended to “relieve himself” when 
he went into the shed. 

She added: “He saw the fleece and took 
it because he felt cold. He doesn’t know 
why he took the other items.” 

She also denied he used a stick threat¬ 
eningly. Brown was handed a 12-month 
community order with 200 hours of un¬ 
paid work and ordered to pay a £200 fine, 
£60 victim surcharge, £85 costs and £150 
compensation.

Be more dog, this Christmas 


Give your home a festive lift 


WALLPAPER is a cheap, bright and 
very efficient way to lift a room, so 
why not give it a go, suggests Julia 
Gray. 

IF you want to liven up your 
walls, look no further than a roll 
or two of wallpaper. Once seen as 
a little old-fashioned, wallpaper 
is well and truly back on the style 
agenda. 

Style doesn’t have to mean mon¬ 
ey though, and there are fantastic 
wallpaper designs for all budg¬ 
ets - B&Q has lots of inexpensive, 
but lovely, ones. You can also save 
money because these days many 
of us prefer to paper one feature 
wall rather than opting for wall-to- 
wall papering. 

Wallpaper is always a great way 
to inject colour, pattern and tex¬ 
ture into a room but with a feature 
wall, you can really go to town on 
your wallpaper choice without it 
overpowering the room. It’s gen¬ 
erally obvious which wall is most 
suitable for the feature wall - the 
wall behind your bed or sofa, for

example, or it could be part of a 
wall, such as an alcove or chimney 
breast. 

You can create another ‘fea¬ 
ture’ with wallpaper is placing it 
horizontally between a picture rail 
and coving, between a picture rail 
and dado rail or, more tradition¬ 


ally, below a dado rail. If you like 
the idea of breaking up the space 
visually in this way but don’t have 
these original features, you can al¬ 
ways add them. 

Remember wallpaper has more 
than just a decorative function 
though. If you don’t want the has¬ 
sle and cost of replastering, the 
right wallpaper will improve the 
appearance of uneven or other¬ 
wise imperfect walls. Thick wall¬ 
papers, especially textured ones, 
and lining papers are ideal for cov¬ 
ering up such imperfections, and 
many are designed to be painted. 
Wallpapers with a shiny or reflec¬ 
tive surface will highlight lumps 
and bumps, so avoid these unless 
you have perfect walls. 

Walls in period properties often 
aren’t perfect and if they’re not 
straight, this will be accentuated 
by patterned wallpaper. You can 
therefore either avoid it altogether, 
choose a pattern that won’t look 
too bad (straight-across patterns 
should be avoided with wonky 


ceilings, and vertical ones with 
wonky walls) or simply accept that 
it won’t look perfect. 

Wallpaper can be used in pretty 
much any room, including kitch¬ 
ens and bathrooms, apart from 
full wet rooms. There are special 
vinyl wallpapers designed for 
kitchens and bathrooms and you 
can also use conventional wall¬ 
paper, although it’s advisable to 
protect it from damage and damp 
with a clear varnish designed for 
paper, or a glass or Perspex panel. 

Hanging wallpaper can be a bit 
tricky for novices and takes some 
getting used to - the easiest option 
is to use a paste-the-wall wallpa¬ 
per. As the name says, you apply 
wallpaper paste directly to the wall 
using a roller or brush and then 
stick the dry lengths of wallpaper 
onto the wall. Unlike conventional 
wallpaper, you don’t have to wait 
for the paste to soak in and you 
don’t have to handle soggy lengths 
of wallpaper, which are tricky to 
deal with but easy to damage.

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Bob and Claire Wright’s whole world was torn apart 
when their beloved Jacob Bear passed away at just 18 
months old. Here, they tell Lydia Fallon how their lives 
changed in the 501 short days he was by their side - 
and why they are determined to ensure their baby boy 
is never forgotten. 


J UST like all proud parents, Bob and Claire Wright have filled 
their home with photos of their son Jacob. His little face 
beams back at me from every wall, and with his chubby 
ieks, twinkly eyes and beautiful smile, he is certainly one 
handsome baby boy. 

In a home video the couple show me from a holiday in Devon, 
Jacob giggles away in his highchair, his whole face lighting up as 
his grandad tickles his chin. 

He looks just like any other happy, bouncy baby. But, just 
months after the video was filmed and the photos taken, Jacob 
was diagnosed with Leigh’s disease, and on April 20, 2012, aged 
just 18 months, he passed away. 

Precious memories are now all the couple have left. 

“You can see in that picture how absolutely gorgeous he was,” 
says Claire with a smile, pointing at a photo on the wall. “I know 
I’m biased but he was gorgeous inside and outside. He had such 
wise old eyes, and every time I look at that picture up there, I 
think he is telling me, ‘Go on mum, you’ll be alright.’ 

“That’s what keeps me going.” 

The Wright’s story began on December 6, 2010, when Jacob 
- the couple’s first child together - was born by caesarean at 
Addenbrookes Hospital. “We were over the moon, and just 
completely overwhelmed with love for him,” Claire remembers. 
“We couldn’t wait to take him home.” 

A week later they were able to do just that. But, it wasn’t long 
before Claire and Bob began to notice something wasn’t quite 
right. Their initial fears were confirmed when doctors found 
Jacob had no red reflex in his left eye, and he was diagnosed with 
unilateral cataract. 

He was scheduled for treatment, but while waiting for the 
operation, Jacob was also diagnosed with mild hearing loss in 
both ears. It was far from the start the proud parents had wanted 
for their little boy. 


Things got gradually worse. Jacob’s feeding began to 
deteriorate, and the couple noticed he was sleepy all the time. “It 
was really worrying and I just kept thinking Am I doing the right 
things?”’ says Claire. “He was already very behind his friends in 
terms of his development, but everyone put it down to the start 
he had. Everything he did he had to have a sleep afterwards. He 
wasn’t rolling over, couldn’t sit up or hold on to things. 

“Everyone tells you not to judge, but I was worried about my 
baby and even at that point I remember things going through 
my head like if he carried on being behind would he catch up? 
And if he did catch up what would his future be like?” 


Jacob was eventually referred to the Early Intervention team 
and, starting to notice improvements in his condition, Bob and 
Claire believed things were on the up. But in September 2011, 
the Wright’s world came crashing down once again. 

“It was at our first appointment with the physiotherapist,” Claire 
remembers. “Jacob was sitting in his chair, and then Bob turned 
to me and said ‘Does he normally do that?’ He was looking to 
one side and back again, and I said ‘No, that’s not normal.’” 

It turned out Jacob was having a seizure, and he was 
immediately rushed to hospital. “The doctors decided to do an 
ECG scan, and the next day we were told Jacob had epilepsy. At

that point, I thought that was 
the worst thing in the world 
that could happen,” says Claire. 

From then on their little 
boy slowly started slipping 
further and further away from 
them. “He lost his ability to do 
most things. He didn’t smile 
very much as it was, but he 
eventually lost his ability to 
smile. He was seizing up to 
16 times a day for up to 20 
minutes a time, and that was 
day and night,” says Claire. 

She adds: “Imagine living 
every day of your life on edge, 
waiting for the next seizure that I 
you know is going to come. You 
wonder if that next one will stop, or if it will go 
past 20 minutes. You worry if the next one will 
be the one that stops him breathing, or if the 
next one will be the one that kills him.” 

As things got progressively worse, 
the doctors did more and more tests, 
and eventually diagnosed Jacob with 
Mitochondrial disease, a terminal illness in 
which the Mitochondria in the cells are not 
producing enough energy for the cells to keep 
working. There is no cure. 

Bob and Claire were told they may not 
have much time left with their son. “We were 
heartbroken. The thought of Jacob leaving 
us and the world at only one-year-old was 
devastating. We loved him so much and he was 
everything to us; the thought of carrying out 
our lives without him was just unthinkable.” 

How did they stay strong? “I think you just 
have to,” says Claire. “It’s your job to stay 
strong, and make and do the best you can for 
your child. 

“I remember when he had his first operation 
on his eye, we walked into recovery and he was 
really upset. He was inconsolable, and it didn’t 
matter what I did he would not stop crying. It 
was awful and I got really upset. 

“But the nurse took my hand and said ‘Stop 
it. This is not the time for you to be doing 
this. You need to be there for him.’ I’ll always 
remember that because she was so right.” 

A few weeks later, Jacob woke up with 
a temperature and started resisting his 
medication. He was rushed straight to A&E, 
but late one night he stopped breathing. 

Bob and Claire were told they might need to 
start saying their goodbyes. “The worst bit was 
that as a mum, as a parent, you’re supposed to 
fix your children and help them, and so much 
of that had already been taken away from me 
because I couldn’t and I felt like such a failure 
so often,” Claire says. 

“My mum and stepdad came in to see him 
and everyone was asking if I was alright, but I 
just couldn’t talk. All I could think of was how 
was I going to live without him? If he died how 
was I going to carry on?” 

Jacob miraculously made it through the 
night, but the following day doctors confirmed 
he had a type of Mitochondrial disease called 
Leigh’s, and what had happened was his brain 
had stopped telling him to breathe. 

“They told us that it would happen again, 
and if it did, what did we want to do? And that 



was the point Bob and I had 
to make the hardest decision 
that we’ve ever had to make 
which was to put ‘do not 
resuscitate’ on Jacob.” 

Desperate to bring their 
boy back to their Sutton 
home so they could spend 
every precious last moment 
with him, Claire and Bob 
eventually got their wish. 

Bob took a sabbatical off 
work and the couple made a 
list of everything they wanted 
to do with Jacob before he 
died. From picnics in Devon 
and eating pizza for the first 
time, to getting measured 
for his very first pair of shoes, the family were 
determined to make every day count, and, 
despite everything, it was a wonderful time. 

“We made so many lovely memories during 
that time,” says Claire. “We just wanted to go 
out and make his last few months as happy as 
possible.” 

But Bob and Claire still knew that every 
second with Jacob could be their last, and 
while on a family holiday to Centre Parks, 

Jacob was taken ill again, and at 11.30am on 
April 20, 2012, he died peacefully in Claire’s 
arms with his Daddy holding his hand. 

“He just slipped away, it was really peaceful 
and I always say that little boy died in a room 
full of love. 

“Over 200 people came to his funeral, they 
filled the church, and for the very first day in 
ages the sun came out and it was beautiful; I’ll 
never forget that,” says Claire. 

Following Jacob’s death, Claire and Bob 
decided to set up Team Jacum (“Jacob’s cousin 
Hallie couldn’t say Jacob, so she called him 
Jacum,” Claire laughs), a fundraising venture 
to raise money for four charities very close 
to their hearts: The Sick Children’s Trust, 
Brainwave The Lily Foundation and EACH. 

More than £10,000 has been raised 
already, and the couple are determined to 
do as much as they can to raise awareness 
of Mitochondrial disease, support the 
organisations that help the millions of 
children across the country with special needs, 
and, most of all, ensure their Jacob is never 
forgotten. 

“Jacob was so cuddly, he gave the best 
cuddles. I used to say ‘Shall we have a mummy 
cuddle?’ and he would snuggle up, and 
probably dribble on me a bit. But he was never 
happier than when he was close to someone,” 
smiles Claire 

“He was an incredible little boy, he taught us 
so much, and changed us as people. He made 
me a better person.” 

“There are no words to describe the pain of 
losing a child, it’s with you all the time and will 
never get better. This is our life now, whatever 
the future holds, whatever we do, we take 
Jacob with us.”

COMEDIANS and comedy actors are often 
supposed to be gloomy miserabilists when 
you meet them in real life but charming 
Ben Miller, star of The Duck House, gives 
the lie to this widespread belief. 

It was very much the quality of 
the script written by TV comedy 
stalwarts Dan Patterson and Colin 
Swash that clinched it for Ben 
when he was approached 
to play the central role of 
Robert Houston MP. 

"The piece was so 
funny and the timing so 
perfect that I had to do 
it," says Ben. 

The Duck House, as 
the title suggests, takes 
us back to that fateful 
night in 2009 when the 
MPs' expenses scandal 
first broke. Robert 
Houston, the character 
played by Ben, is ostensibly a 
Labour MP who, fearful of being turfed out by 
the voters at the impending General Election, 
has opted to defect to the Conservatives. The 
Tory high command has therefore decided to 
send one of the party grandees to see if Robert 


is "squeaky clean". 

There is nothing in Ben's background to 
suggest that this son of academic parents 
would decide to make his living as an actor and 
comedian, although Ben remembers the Miller 
household as being full of jokes and laughter 
and even when the Millers get together 
today much hilarity ensues. Yet Ben showed 
remarkable strength of character when going 
up to Cambridge to read Natural Sciences. 
Rather than heading straight for the Footlights, 
Ben devoted the three years of his degree 
course to hard study with a devotion to his 
academic work unusual in a future performer. 

"Science is, and remains, a big passion of 
mine," Ben points out. "For those three years, 

I was totally focused on the subject. I had to 
get the sciences out of my system and, besides, 
I was very interested in what was happening 
in physics at the time. I don't feel in any way 
divided between comedy and science. For me, 
they are two sides of the same coin. Without 
wishing to sound pretentious or pseudy, I 
honestly believe that both comedy and science 
share a sceptical attitude to the world. They 
both want to find out what is real and they 
both want to cut things down to size."

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Chloe Hanslip 


CLASSICAL BRIT Award-winning violinist 
Chloe Hanslip will appear with the Czech 
National Symphony Orchestra as part of the 
Cambridge News -backed Cambridge Classical 
Concert Series. Andrew Burton spoke to her 
to find out more... 

What inspired you to play the violin? 

I started to play the violin when I was two. 
I'm the youngest of four and the next one 
in the family was studying piano at the 
Academy in London and she was practicing 
five or six hours every day. As soon as I 
could walk, I would go and stand at the 
piano and pick out the notes of the pieces 
she was playing. My parents decided they 
didn't want another pianist in the house 
so they gave me a violin and took me to 
Suzuki violin lessons which I loved. I've never 
looked back! 

What have been your most important 
influences? 

Professor Zakhar Bron, with whom I studied 
for 10 years in Germany and wherever he 
happened to be; he was very nomadic. All of 
his students used to travel around the world. 
He is a massive influence on my playing. 

Also, Ida Haendel who is a phenomenal 
violinist. She's around 80-years-old but plays 
with such youthfulness and joy. She has 
incredible musicality and is a truly wonderful 
person as well. 

What do you hope Cambridge audiences will 
feel when they hear you playing Bruch’s 
Violin Concerto No. I? 

I really hope audience members get totally 



lost in the music, forget their daily troubles 
and come on a musical journey with me. It's 
got everything you could possibly want in 
a concerto. It has all the virtuosic elements 
you'd expect but it's also got the most 
emotional second movement; it's absolutely 
glorious. 

What would you say to anyone who has never 
been to an orchestral concert and isn’t sure 
what to expect? 

I've worked with the Czech National 
Symphony Orchestra before and they really 
are fantastic musicians. Also, Petr Altrichter 
who is conducting this concert is absolutely 
phenomenal to work with so I think it's 
going to be a very exciting concert. So I'd 
say just come along, try it out and enjoy it. 
Do you have any particularly amusing 
anecdotes from your career? 

I was performing with the Tonkunstler 
Orchestra in Vienna with Mihail Jurovski. I 


was playing Britten's Violin Concerto and 
about two pages from the end I suddenly 
heard this massive crack. I had no idea what 
had happened but I was aware that the 
violin wasn't making any sound. I flung my 
violin at the lead violinist, grabbed his violin, 
carried on playing, looked down and saw the 
bridge of my violin lying on the stage! 

Tell us about your violin. 

It's a Guarneri del Gesu violin which was 
made in 1737 in Cremona. It's just the 
most extraordinary instrument. It gives me 
so many possibilities in terms of tone and 
colour. Even when playing quietly, it has the 
ability to carry the sound right to the back ol 
the hall. I'm incredibly fortunate to have it; I 
absolutely love it. 

What has been the high point of your career 
so far? 

Recording with the London Symphony 
Orchestra when I was 13 and performing 
in the Proms for the very first time when I 
was 14 were two amazing points in my life 
and in my career but also playing for Yehudi 
Menuhin when I was five. 

If you could transport yourself back in time 
to the premiere of any piece of classical 
music, which would it be? 

The Brahms Violin Concerto on January 
1st 1879 in Leipzig. It is now one of the 
mainstays of the violin repertoire with 
its luscious melodies, inherent musical 
depth and the dancing vivacity of the 
last movement, but one critic at the time 
declared it to be 'a concerto against the 
violin rather than for it'!

THE HUNGER GAMES: 
CATCHING FIRE

BUILDING on the robust 
foundations of last year's 
opening salvo, Catching 
Fire is a lean and muscular 
sequel which strikes a 
pleasing balance between 
brawn and brains. 

Director and scriptwriters 
Michael Arndt and Simon 
Beaufoy aren't in a hurry 
to bludgeon us with 
bloodshed and savagery. 
Instead they invest precious 
time in developing sinewy 
emotional bonds between 
characters and light the 
fuse on civil unrest that will 
explode in the concluding 
chapter. 

The film opens with 
resilient heroine Katniss 
Everdeen (Jennifer 
Lawrence) back in District 
12, hunting alongside her 
beau, Gale Hawthorne 
(Liam Hemsworth). They 
steal a kiss in secret 
before Katniss returns 
to the Victors' Village to 
continue her fake romance 
with Peeta Mellark (Josh 
Hutcherson) for the 
cameras. President Snow 
(Donald Sutherland) is 
waiting for her. 

"I think we'll make 
this whole situation a lot 


simpler by agreeing not to 
lie to each other," growls 
Snow, who threatens Gale's 
life if Katniss steps out of 
line. 

Flanked by booze- 
sodden mentor Haymitch 
Abernathy (Woody 
Harrelson) and sartorially 
daring escort Effie Trinket 
(Elizabeth Banks), Katniss 
and Peeta tour the districts, 
scenting rebellion in the air. 

Meanwhile, Snow 
recruits a new Games 
creator, Plutarch 
Heavensbee (Philip 
Seymour Hoffman), to 
stage a special anniversary 
tournament known as the 
Quarter Quell, which will 
pit the darlings of District 
12 against former winners 
in the ultimate duel of 
death. 

In the arena, Katniss and 
Peeta risk everything once 
again to keep each other 
alive, forging alliances 
with cocksure Finnick 
Odair (Sam Claflin) and 
his elderly mentor Mags 
(Lynn Cohen), quixotic duo 


Beetee (Jeffrey Wright) and 
Wiress (Amanda Plummer) 
and rabble-rousing loose 
cannon Johanna Mason 
(Jena Malone). 

Running six minutes 
longer that the first film, 
Catching Fire whets the 
appetite for a devastating 
final stand. The script turns 
up the heat on the central 
love triangle to a brisk 
simmer, while Lawrence 
and Hutcherson expertly 
navigate their characters' 
conflicting emotions, 

With an extra $50m 
in the sequel's budget, 
production design doesn't 
disappoint and costume 
designer Trish Summerville 
pulls out the stops for 
Effie's wacky wardrobe, 
including a dress festooned 
with monarch butterflies. 

Most of the violence 
in the arena takes place 
off screen but as the 
cliffhanger ending of the 
sequel makes clear, before 
every storm there is a lull.

Huff clinches another Macau 
win to sign off year on a high 


ROB Huff ended his 2013 World Touring Car 
Championship campaign in style by taking 
victory in the final round of the series at Ma¬ 
cau. 

Newmarket racer Huff clinched a podium 
finish in the first race before working his way 
up from seventh to clinch the win on the 
street circuit for the sixth time. 

It was his final drive for the ALL-INKL. 
COM Munnich Motorsport SEAT team 
before switching to Lada Sport in 2014 and 
the 33-year-old was delighted to come out on 
top after an incident-packed race. 

“It being such a stop-start race, it’s always 
tough but you kind of accept it as part of the 
racing here in Macau,” said Huff. “I think it’s 
where experience is helpful, as you have to 
learn to accept the situation and relax. 

“There were some heart-in-the-mouth 
moments, but the guys I was battling with are 
all fair racers and we all have respect for this 
place. 

“I love this place and results like this give 
you confidence going into the winter. We 
truly deserved the win.” 

Huff initially qualified fourth on the 
grid for the opening race after a chaotic 
qualifying session which was interrupted by 
several red flags. 

However, he found himself promoted a 
place on the grid come race day as Honda’s 
Gabriele Tarquini was unable to take part 
because of a lengthy engine change. 

That was where he finished the nine-lap 
race, having been unable to find a way past 
Tarquini’s team-mate Tiago Montiero on the 
twisty layout. 

Huff lined up seventh for race two and 


surged through to third from the start, only 
for the race to be quickly red-flagged due to a 
huge pile-up further down the field. 

The grid was reset to the original order on 
the restart and following a lap behind the 
safety car, Huff worked his way past fellow 
British drivers Alex Macdowall, Tom Chilton 
and fames Thompson. 

The top six were running nose-to-tail, but 
the race was again neutralised following 
another accident after several drivers had 
ignored yellow flags and ploughed into 
slow-moving cars, blocking the track. 

Again, the race restarted behind the safety 
car and when it left the circuit, Huff got the 
drop on Lada driver Thompson to pass him 
and latch onto the rear of race leader Tom 
Coronel’s ROAL Motorsport BMW 320 TC on 
the fast approach to Lisboa. 

A small brush with the barriers caused 
a brief moment of panic within Huff’s 
Munnich Motorsport camp, but he 
continued on his way to defeat Coronel 
with another supreme slingshot through 
Reservoir. 

The pair swapped some paint while 
under braking for Lisboa, but Huff maintained 
his focus and was able to put some distance 
between himself and the chasing pack during 
the closing stages of the 11-lap race. 

And he took a WTCC-record sixth 
victory in Macau to secure fourth in the final 
championship standings. 

The result capped a good few days for Huff, 
who was named Sports Performer of the Year 
at Thursday night’s LIVING SPORT sports 
awards for his exploits in winning the 2012 
World Touring Car Championship.

“We’ve had a good run in the Vase 
this season and we want to take that 
into the league, but it’s all about build¬ 
ing for next season,” he said. 

Richard Logan got both goals as 
Mildenhall battled to a 2-1 victory 
against a physical Stanway Rovers side 
in the Thurlow Nunn, Premier Divi¬ 
sion. 

Logan put the home side ahead af¬ 
ter nine minutes after connecting with 
Ben Coe’s cross and they held a single 
goal lead at the interval.

The result moves Mildenhall up to 
fourth in the standings and while man¬ 
ager Christian Appleford was pleased 
with the result, he was upset with the 
manner in which Stanway approached 
the game. 

“It was a very physical game and in 
the second half particularly they just 
starting kicking our players,” he said. 

“We could have done with a stronger 
referee because they could have had 
three players sent off.” 

Logan’s double means he has now 
scored eight goals in 10 appearances 
since joining the club from Bury Town 


earlier in the season. 

And Appleford is delighted to see the 
experienced front man finding form, 
adding to the numerous options he 
now has for his forward line with play¬ 
ers returning from injury. 

“Richard is really enjoying his foot¬ 
ball again and since he has been here 
we have been giving him a lot of ser¬ 
vice, which I don’t think he was getting 
at Bury last season,” he said. 

“We’ve got several options up front 
now. We were forced to play Michael 
Harvey up front, who is a defender, 
due to injuries, but his performances 
have been good so we’ve left him there. 

“On Saturday I had Allicion Blake, 
Steve Holder and Aaron Turner all on 
the bench, and they’re all still coming 
back to full fitness.”
